Braille 


Braille is a special alphabet used by the blind. The alphabet is 
marked by raised dots on stiff paper which blind persons can 
understand by the touch of their fingers. The man who perfected 
this kind of writing was called Louis Braille. Braille himself was 
blind and worked in a school for the blind in Paris. The system 
that he developed in 1834 was not used much until about the time 
of Braille’s death in 1852. 

Each letter in the Braille alphabet consists of one or more 
raised dots. 

In the diagram below the small dots represent unraised marks; 
the large dots represent raised marks. 


Braille • • • •

English H E 




From the diagram above you can see that the letter H consists 
of three raised dots and the letter L consists of three dots, too. 
However, the dots for H are in a different pattern to those which 
make up the letter L. 


There are six possible positions for each dot. By placing the 
dots in various positions, 63 different patterns or shapes can be 
made. This means that there are patterns for each of the 26 
letters of the alphabet. In addition to these 26 patterns, there are 
patterns for special words or words that are used a lot in 
everyday language. Some of the common words such as ‘and’, ‘it’, 
‘if, ‘for’, ‘the’ and many others have one Braille symbol each. ' 

For example, the word ‘ajid’ occurs very frequently in English, 
to make it easier to read in Braille it is written like this:

Books in Braille have to be quite thick. This is because raised 

marks are punched out in rows across each page. The raised 

marks have to be big enough to be felt by the fingertip, so the 
paper has to be stiff. 

Many books are written in Braille. Blind people can be taught 

how to read Braille and, in this way, they too can read and enjoy 

the works of the great authors. There are also machines that help 
blind people to write in Braille.

Robinson Crusoe

Robinson Crusoe is the name of a famous book which was written by 
Daniel Defoe. Daniel Defoe was born in 1660. When he was nearly sixty, he 
wrote the story of Robinson Crusoe. It was a great success and although it 
was not written for children, it has been popular with children ever since. 
In the book, Robinson Crusoe was born in 1632. His father gave him a little 
education but Robinson wanted to be a sailor. After some years at sea, he 
set sail on a small ship going to Africa. The ship carried a cargo of beads 
and shells, looking-glasses, knives, scissors and so on which were going to 
be sold to people in Africa. Robinson Crusoe tells his story: 

We started off on our voyage in good weather, although it was very hot. 
After about twelve days, however, a violent tornado came from the north. 
The waves rose high, the skies were black and the wind howled through the 
sails. Two members of the crew were washed overboard, and after a day or 
two the ship began to leak. Four of us managed to get the boat into the sea 
and we jumped into it. We rowed with all our might but the waves were 
like mountains. We struggled on, but at last a gigantic wave, greater than 
all the others, hurled our little boat into the air and it sank beneath us. I’m 
a good swimmer and for an hour and a half I battled in that stormy sea. 
Every time I caught sight of the coast, a huge wave would lift me up and 
carry me out to sea again. At last I was hurled towards the short and fell 
exhausted on the sand. 



The night was dark without a star in the sky and I knew that lying on the 
sand would be dangerous. I crawled away from the sea as fast as I could 
and at last came to some bushed and trees. I didn’t know what wild 
animals there could be in the forest so I climbed up one of the trees and 
made myself comfortable between two great branches. There I slept The 
night as well as I could. In the morning I looked out across the sea and there 
was our ship. I came down the tree and not far away found a stream where 
I drank some of the cool fresh water. There I lay down and slept again. The 
sun was high in the sky wheft I woke up. Our ship was still visible a quarter 
of a mile away from the short. I resolved to go out to it and try and bring 
back some stores and other things which would be useful to me on the 
island.

I also found some clothes and in the captain’s cabin two 
guns, a pair of pistols and some powder and shot. All these I piled on to the 
raft and having found a broken oar I castoff from the vessel and started for 
the shore. Luckily the sea was calm and I reached the sand and carried the 
things up on to dry land.

The next morning I walked along the shore until I came to a little hill. 
When I had climbed the hill I could look round to quite a distance and I 
discovered that I was on an island. I had no boat! I was a prisoner on the 
island, without a friend in the world. There was no one living on the island 
but wild beasts. The next day I went back across the sea and brought more 
stores from the ship. Every day I toiled. I brought tools and wood and rope 
and nails; sails and clothes; guns and ammunition; and sugar and flour and 
bread. In one of the wooden boxes I found gold and silver coins. I held the 
coins in my hand, and the sunshine made them sparkle. ‘What use are you 
to me?’ I asked. ‘Everyone in the world desires you but me!’ when I got 
back to my island, I noticed that the sky was black. Great clouds rolled up 
from the west, the rain poured down and as I looked out to the sea I saw 
the ship rise in the sea and then sink beneath a huge wave. 




During the next months, I busied myself in making a house with a strong 
stockade round it. I used one of the sails from the ship for the roof. I cut 
down tree trunks and carried them to the house, and slowly build a strong 
stockade to keep out wild animals. The months passed in hard work, and 
one day I set out to explore the whole island. The journey took me three 
days and when I got the other side of the island I found there a delightful 
valley. There were wild grapes and wild limes, and I collected a quantity of 
these fruits and took them back to my houfee. One day when I was walking 
in the forest not far from myliouse, 1 found some wild goats. I was just, 
about to shoot one when I saw at my feet a baby goat. I picked it up and 
carried it home with me. In a few days it became quite tame, and after that 
it never left my side. .

My life on the island 
was a happy one: I had a good house, plenty to eat and plenty of work to 
do. One day I was walking along the sea-shore, thinking about my home 
across the seas, when I suddenly looked down. There on the sand in front of 
me, was a clear footprint; it was not mine, but the footprint of another
